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This Advisory Action is Supplemental to the Advisory Action mailed April 1 , 2008 which did not address the amendment to the claims that 
canceled the non-elected claims 1-5, 7 and 8. As such, paragraph 7 has now been filled in indicating that the amendment to the claims 
filed February 29, 2008 will be entered for purposes of appeal, and therefore, claims 1-5, 7 and 8 will be canceled and not part of an appeal. 


Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims are only limited to a bottom which 
Laszlo shows, applicant's arguments that the bottom is merely wax and merely an intermediate element are not given any patentable 
weight because they are not commensurate with the claim langauge. The inner curved surface of Laszlo does inherently create an undercut 
as shown. With respect to Opotow, this reference is to a device to correct and make better the bite of opposing teeth. Laszlo is also 
directed to improved occlusion. To use the the references together in order to obtain a balanced better occlusion between the teeth is 
suggested and would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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
